Migrant parents 
face deportation 


Many who sent for kids 
in violent lands are now 


targeted as ‘smugglers’

Federal agents are pursu- 
ing deportation cases against 
hundreds of unauthorized 
immigrant parents who sent 
for their children from some- 
times dangerous countries. 

Maria Pacheco, 27, ar- 
ranged for her daughter to 
travel north from her birth- 
place in El Salvador to the 
U.S. over the summer. 


It was a few months be- 
fore the girl’s 13th birthday. 
Pacheco feared the worst: 
Yaquelin could be sexually 
assaulted by a gang member, 
just as Pacheco had been at 
the same age. 

Yaquelin was detained at 
the border. After a few days 
of processing, she was re- 
leased into her mother’s cus- 
tody pending the outcome of 
her deportation case. 

Days later, an Immigration 
and Customs Enforcement 
agent called her cellphone and 
told her they needed to meet.

Crackdown on Catalonia 


Madrid fires region's 
government after 
independence vote

BARCELONA, Spain 
— Spain’s leader on Friday 
fired the government of the 
rebellious Catalonia region, 
dissolved the regional parlia- 
ment and ordered new elec- 
tions after Catalan lawmak- 
ers declared an independent 
nation. 

The showdown escalated 
the biggest political crisis in 
decades to hit Spain, which 
is just emerging from a pro- 
longed economic malaise. 
Catalonia is a critical part of

crush Catalan independence. 

Rajoy’s move capped a 
frenzied day of political ma- 
neuvering in Madrid, Spain’s 
capital, and Barcelona, the 
capital of Catalonia, where 
the long drive for indepen- 
dence — illegal under Spain’s 
Constitution — has reached 
its fiercest level yet. 

Whether the separatist 
emotion behind the indepen- 
dence declaration will now 
grow or fade could depend on 
how aggressively the central 
authorities in Madrid enforce 
the takeover in coming days. 

As of Friday night, it was
